‘This would bLe o radical
defect if bis works professed to be histories in
ihe proper gense of the term: but if it s un-
derstood, ns it should be, that they are meraly
collections of traditions aud scattered inforun.
tion. the want of thorough relinbility would
not be of s0o much moment, In gpite of this,
Mr, Lossing has sueceeded in collecting much
good grain with compnratively little chaff,
His narrative throws”n new light npon many
of the events of the war of 1812 and ns it is
written in anattractive style, it will e likaly to
gain fully as wuch popularity as his first work.
The volmme before us is a large octavo of 108
pages, fully illustrated by s82 designs, Many
of them are from the author's own sketehes,
and many of these are from searce and curions
prints and documents of great value, A com.
plete index is given, which adds materially to
the usefulness of the work.

Heanmoa Onaass Cresraces.—S0r Juhn
Lnbback, in dircowrsing on Crnstacen, Says: —
We do not understand how they see, smoll, or
hear: nor are entomologists entirely agreed as
to the fanction or the structure of the anten-
niwe, Thisinteresting subject offers amost pro-
nising field forstudy, and Twould particalarly
call theattention of entomologists to a remark-
able memoir by Hensen, on the auditory
organ in the decapod Crustacea. Hensen hos
shown that the otolithes in the open anditory
sacs of shrimps arve foreign particles of sand,
introduced into the organ &y the animal itsdlf,
He proved this very ingeniously by placing a
shrimp in flterad water, without auy sand,
but with erystals of nrie aeid,  Three hours
after the nnimnl bl mwonlted lie found that
the sacs contained many of these crystals.
M. Hensen has also shown that each hair in
the auditory sue is susceplible of being thrown
into vibration by o particular note, which is
probably determined by the length and thick-
| ness of the hair. It may be experimsntally
shown that certain sounds throw purti alay
hairs into rapid vibiration, while those around
them remain peorfectly still.

Dovere Rernaciion.—Professor Tyndall,
in & recent locture “*On Light," at the Royal
Institution of London, thus very clenrly BX-
plains the phenomenon of double refraction,
according to the theory that all luminous
cffects are the result of nndalations of ®
highly attenuated and subtlo fluid which per-
vades all space and permeates all ponderable
matter:—*'In wir, water, and well-annealed
gluss, lnminiferous ether has the same elas.
ticity in all divections, There is nothing in
the molecular gronping of these substances to
interfere with the perfect homogenecity of the
ether.
